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Town Shoots 
For Compromise 
With Developer

Even as the Board of Selectmen move 
to block a proposed downtown shooting 
range, negotiations are underway to 
reach a compromise with the project’s 
developers. 

Chairman Gail Ralston met unofficial- 
ly with developers Benjamin Osgood and 
G. Bradley Richards last week and has 
scheduled an executive session after 
Monday’s board meeting to discuss ‘‘par- 
tial relief” of parking regulations. 

A concession slicing the number of re- 
quired parking spaces could allow the 
partners to drop the controversial shoot- 
ing range in favor of retail shops—their 
original proposal that was rejected by the 
Planning Board last year as a violation of 
town parking laws. 

Mr. Osgood called the session with 
Mrs. Ralston an “informational meeting. 
There’s been an awful lot of confusion on 
this issue,’ he said. “It was our feeling 
the selectmen didn’t have the benefit of 
our side of the story.” 

Meanwhile, a warrant article dis- 
cussed by the Board of Selectmen Tues- 
day night would stymie the shooting 
range by prohibiting gun clubs in “‘con- 
gested areas.” 

After sharply criticizing a $2 million 
eminent domain buyout packaged into 
last week’s special town meeting petition, 
the selectmen unveiled a new warrant ar- 
ticle designed to stop plans to build the 
shooting range at 32-34 Park St. this sum- 
mer. 

If approved at special town meeting on 
June 19, the article would ban shooting 
ranges in “congested areas,” such as the 
downtown business district, and from 
close proximity to churches, schools, li- 
quor stores and residences. 

In addition, the board would also have 
the power to deny a license on the basis of 
character and qualifications to run a “‘fa- 
cility involving the use of potentially 
deadly instrumentalities,” reads the arti- 
cle. 

But the board expressed serious reser- 
vations.

WWII Captain Honored By Town

It is April, 1945. A world war is raging, but you'd 
hardly know it now in the still early morning in a 
hazy Korean harbor. 

The submarine moves stealthily through the shal- 
low, uncharted waters, carefully maneuvering 
around mines that could sink it in a matter of sec- 
onds. After a look around the island Quelpart, the 
crew finds what they’re looking for: enemy boats. 
Three of them, one a 10,000-ton ammunition ship. 

They fire two torpedoes, which hit their target and 
turn night into day. Two of the frigates spot the sub in 
the light of the white flame and start a chase. The 
commanding officer fires more torpedoes, and both 
ships are blown out of the water. 

There’s not much time. With five shore-based ra- 
dars nearby and not enough water to submerge, the 
submarine somehow leaves the harbor undetected 
and unscathed. 


It could be the script from a tacky, over-produced 
wartime movie. It even has the parts about the crew 
all getting along with another and the gallant lead- 
ership bringing the sub through its maiden voyage 
with a long list of sunken enemy ships to its credit. In 
the end, the captain gets the Medal of Honor. 

For retired Capt. George L. Street III of Andover 
and the crew of the U.S.S. Tirante, April ’45 was no 
script. It was real life and real war. 

‘Tt was scary,” said R.O, Grissom, the Tirante 
electrician who came all the way from Dallas, Texas, 
last weekend to honor his former skipper. “‘He was 
infallible,” he said of Capt. Street, who was especial- 
ly recognized at Andover’s Memorial Day services 
Monday for his wartime valor. 

“He always let the crew know we would take calcu- 
lated risks,’ said George Karlesses of Pennsylvania, 
the sub’s signalman/quartermaster. ‘‘But he said he 
would bring us back, and he did.”’ 


Mr. Karlesses said the captain and his executive 
officer, Ned Beach, ‘were the best one-two punch to 
come out of World War II.” 

The captain himself is not a man of self-flattery. He 
is more likely to use ‘“‘we’’ than “I” and is insistent 
that the Tirante’s crew worked together to achieve 
their successes. Whenever he planned an attack, he 
would put a map on the ward room table and ask 
opinions from his crew, not starting with the most 
senior officer, but the most junior. ‘‘Sometimes the 
youngest had the best ideas,” he said. 

And they were young. Capt. Street was the oldest at 
32, and the average age of the men was about 22. ‘‘] 
didn’t have enough sense to come in out of the rain,” 
Mr. Grissom said. 

“T was young, let me at ’em, clean up the world,” 
said Mr. Karlesses, who enlisted in the Navy at 17. 

And they trusted Capt. Street implicitly. ‘‘I don’t 
think they’d ever question his ability,” said Dave 
Remley of Gales Ferry, Conn., chief of the boat. *‘One 
of his assets was that he could instill confidence in his 
crew. And that’s important, especially in wartime. 

“He didn’t have to demand their respect; he earned 
ite 

A native of Richmond, Va., Capt. Street graduated 
from the Naval Academy in 1937. After several stints 
on Navy subs, he reported to Portsmouth, N.H., for 
his first command, the U.S.S. Tirante. 

As a prospective commanding officer, he would vis- 
it the ship as it was being built. ‘The workmen said to 
me, ‘Boy, she’s a lucky submarine. Everything goes 
right the first time. We haven't had any trouble with 
her.’ She’s always been lucky.” 

The Tirante crew agreed: destiny was on their side. 
“How we got in and out of there (Quelpart harbor)

Tour Of Shawsheen Slated 


The Andover Historical Society and 
Andover Appalachian Mountain Club plan 
a walking tour of Shawsheen Village on 
Sunday, June 4, at 2 p.m.

Shawsheen Village is a unique resource 
for the town of Andover, the Common- 
wealth and the nation. Its location sur- 
rounding the intersection of Main, Poor, 
Haverhill and Lowell streets was pur- 
posely chosen because of its proximity to 
the Shawsheen River, accessibility of the 
railroad, pre-existing mill sites and avail- 
ability of purchasable land.

It’s Smooth Sailing For 
West Middle School Pupils 


West Middle School students recently completed a technology 
unit with a model sailboat race. Technology instructor John 
Fawcett coordinated the interdisciplinary unit to reinforce the 
nautical terms and concepts the students were introduced to in 
another science program, ‘‘Voyage of the Mimi.”

U.S., German Students Chat By Satellite 


A cross-cultural exchange, live via sa- 
tellite, will is taking place today between 
50 eighth-grade students in Greater Low- 
ell and 25 in West Germany. 

Called KITES (Kids’ Interactive Tele- 
communications Experience by Satel- 
lite), the international 
telecommunications project was con- 
ceived last year at the University of Low- 
ell College of Education, 

The KITES teleconference culminates 
year-long communications between stu- 
dents in the Chelmsford, Dracut and Low- 
ell public schools and their peers in 

Karlsruhe, in the West German state of 
Baden-Wuerttemberg. Original contact 
between the school systems was estab- 
lished by the Massachusetts Corporation 
for Educational Telecommunications. 

KITES will originate on the United 
States’ side from the Bedford studio of the 
Digital Video Network, Digital Equip- 
ment Corp.'s private television network 
for employee training and education. Oth- 
er resource contributors include Videos- 
tar Connections, PanAm Sat (satellite 
providers), the German Bundespost (gov- 
ernment-owned telecommunications ad- 
ministration) and television professionals 
in Boston and Palo Alto.

Trees A Valuable Asset 


What does he plant who plants a tree, 

He plants, in sap and leaf and wood, 

In love of home and loyalty, 

And far-cast thought of civic good 

His blessings on the neighborhood. 

Charles Lathrop Pack 

Even if they did nothing at all, the beauty of trees 
would be reason enough to plant them. But trees give 
us cooling shade, produce the oxygen we breathe, 
absorb noise and air pollution and literally hold the 
planet together by halting soil erosion. 

Trees provide food and shelter to wildlife and the 
materials with which we build our homes. By taking 
in and storing carbon dioxide, trees reduce atmo- 
spheric buildup of the gas and counteract environ- 
mental problems like the ‘‘greenhouse effect.’’ 

Trees enrich us in very practical ways. Planted 
near homes, trees reduce heating and cooling bills 
and increase property values. Real estate profession- 
als estimate that a well-planted property sells faster 
than one that is not and for as much as 15 percent 
more. 

It’s easy to see that planting a tree is not just an 
immediate improvement, it’s a priceless investment 
in the future. 

The National Arbor Day Foundation, a year-round 
organization, says that although official observance 
is limited to just a single day in April, trees do so 
much to improve the quality of our lives that every 
day should be an arbor day. 

According to the American Forestry Association, 
there are at least 100 million potential tree-planting 
sites located around American homes and in our com- 
munities. That means we don’t have to go far from 


home to start improving the world today. 

Here are some tree-planting tips courtesy of the 
National Arbor Day Foundation and Ross Daniels, 
makers of the Ross Root Feeder for trees and shrubs. 

1. Plan the spot carefully, imagining how the tree 
will look when mature. Don’t plant too close to the 
house. Roots can be destructive. 

2. Soak bareroot trees in a bucket of water for 10-12 
hours before planting. Never let any tree’s roots dry 
out. 

3. Dig a hole twice as wide as the rootball or spread 
of the roots on bare-root stock. 

4. Set the tree into the hole so it sits at about the 
same level relative to the ground as it did when 
grown in the nursery. 

5. Refill, putting topsoil at the bottom, poorer sub- 
soil on top. 

6. Stake for support using a pair of wooden stakes 
and wire. 

7. Wrap the trunk with flexible plastic tree wrap to 
protect it from lawnmower damage, nibbling rodents 
and sunburn. 

8. Water thoroughly right after planting and regu- 
larly every week to ten days for the first year using a 
root feeder attached to the hose. Root feeders save 
water and encourage roots to spread out for a stur- 
dier tree. 

9. Spread several inches of pine bark or wood chips 
at the base of the tree to conserve moisture and keep 
roots cool. 

10. Fertilize immediately after planting using the 
root feeder with a tree and shrub starter cartridge 
fertilizer formula for trees. Plant food cartridges for 
the root feeder are available at garden centers. 


Rain, Fog, Hinder Driving

¢ Use wipers and defroster as necessary for maxi- 
mum vision. 

¢ Be patient. Don’t pass lines of traffic. 

¢ Unless absolutely necessary, don’t stop on any 
freeway or other heavily traveled road. 

« If your car stalls or is disabled, move away from 
the vehicle to avoid personal injury. — 

¢ Consider postponing your trip until the fog clears.

Sun Shines On Memorial Day 2ZBA Tells Country Club

It didn’t rain on Andover’s parade this 
year. 
Memorial Day dawned clear and fair on 
the town—for a change. Residents turn- 
ing out to honor U.S. servicepeople—and 
especially Medal of Honor recipients— 
weren’t chilled or drizzled on as they 
have been for the past few years. 

“Thanks for the lovely crowd that’s 
turned out,”’ retired Navy Capt. George 
L. Street III told the audience that packed 
the park in front of Memorial Auditorium. 
Capt. Street was one of four Andover re- 
cipients of the Medal of Honor who were 
honored at Monday’s ceremonies. 


The medal is the nation’s highest honor 
for service beyond the call of duty during 
wartime and has only been awarded to 3,- 
412 people. 

“One does not win the Congressional 
Medal of Honor,” said master of ceremo- 
nies John C. Doherty of the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars. It has to be earned, Mr. 
Doherty said. 

Andover resident Capt. Street earned 
his medal while commanding the subma- 
rine U.S.S. Tirante on its maiden patrol 
during World War II. The captain and his 
crew torpedoed a Japanese tanker and 
two frigates in shallow waters off the 
coast of Korea. 


“The quality of your gallantry is as un- 
definable as the quality of America that 
produced you,” fellow Medal of Honor re- 
cipient Col. Harvey C. Barnum, Jr. told 
Capt. Street during his speech. 

About 15 of the captain’s crew mem- 
bers, including former Massachusetts 
Gov. Endicott Peabody, came from Tex- 
as, Pennsylvania and Connecticut to pay 
their tribute. They all wore shirts that 
read: ‘‘I sailed with George Street, Medal 
of Honor skipper.” 

Monday’s services also honored medal 
winners Henry F.. Chandler, Frank S. Gile 
and William Marland, Andover Civil War 
veterans. Capt. Street’s wife, Mary Mar- 
tha, and Ingrid Beach, wife of the Ti- 
rante’s executive officer, unveiled a 
tablet honoring the four servicemen. 


“Today we stand in the shadow of gi- 
ants,” Col Barnum said. ‘‘As we praise 
their deeds, we must realize we cannot 
discharge our solemn obligation to them 
with mere words. They were born with 
faith, and they kept that faith.”’ 

Col. Barnum, military secretary to the 
commandant of the Marine Corps, be- 
came the fourth Marine to earn the Medal 
of Honor for his combat action during the 
Vietnam War. 


He, along with Capt. Street and guest 
Medal of Honor recipients Navy Lt.j.g. 
Thomas J. Hudner, Jr. and Army Sgt. 
Charles A. MacGillivary, were given the 
Andover Award for Distinguished Service 
during Memorial Day ceremonies. The 
award was presented by Board of Select- 
men Chairman Gail Ralston. 

“T was very delighted’’ with the cere-

mony, said Constance Gile, whose hus- 
band’s grandfather, Frank Gile, was 
honored Monday. Landsman Gile, who 
served aboard the U.S.S. Lehigh during 
the Civil War, passed a line to the belea- 
guered Union ship Nahant under heavy 
fire in 1863. 

Mr. Gile was the patriarch of a line of 
servicemen. His son fought in World War 
I, his grandsons in World War II and the 
Korean War, and his great-grandson was 
killed in Vietnam. 

“This is a great honor,”’ said Constance 
Gile, adding that the family was unaware 
of their ancestor’s Medal of Honor until 
recently. 

The town was decked out for the occa- 
sion in American flags that once draped 
the coffins of servicepeople from And- 
over, Mr. Doherty said. 

In other Memorial Day traditions, West 
Middle School students Jennifer Batts 
and Darius Sidebotham recited ‘‘In 
Flanders Field” and Abraham Lincoln’s 
Gettysburg Address, respectively. The 
Andover Choral Society sang ‘Battle 
Hymn of the Republic,’ and the Clan 
MacPherson, Andover High School, Air 
Force and Marine bands performed dur- 
ing the parade and ceremony. 

The Marine Band performed an af- 
ternoon concert, which was well-re- 
ceived, according to John Lewis, director 
of the town’s department of veterans’ 
services. 

Early morning ceremonies in local ce- 
meteries paid further tribute to Andover 
servicepeople. 

Several speakers praised Andover for 
its patriotism. ‘It is really U.S.A. Main 
Street,’ Sgt. MacGillivary said. 


To Quit Advertising

The Andover Country Club was told to stop advertising its 
restaurant by the Zoning Board of Appeals last week. 

The ZBA ruled that town zoning regulations prohibit Yvon 
Cormier, owner of the private golf club, from seeking outside 
business from the general public. 

Sitting in a residential district, the club is restricted by zoning 
bylaws from moving beyond its status as a private business, said 
ZBA Chairman Wesley Whitney. 

Further, when Mr. Cormier won ZBA approval for country 
club expansion in 1982, the board added a condition that put a 


' lock on a further expansion. 


Recent radio and newspaper ads publicizing the club’s Trum- 
peter restaurant went against the 1982 ruling, said Mr. Whitney. 

“What the board concluded was that the public was being 
invited,’ he said, which made the restaurant ‘‘very public in 
nature. Their advertising is what invited the public, and the 
board held that that is contrary to the non-conforming (private) 
nature of the club.”’

The ZBA also found that the public was being encouraged to 
stay at guest rooms at the club, a use Mr, Whitney found similar 
to a hotel’s functions. 

However, the ZBA didn’t see enough evidence to support a 
neighborhood group’s contention that Mr. Cormier was also 
opening the doors of his function rooms to the public. 

“There weren’t enough facts to make a ruling on that issue,” 
said the ZBA chairman, although he indicated there were proba- 
bly ‘‘a lot more facts here than the board had before it.”’ 

The unanimous ZBA decision will be unofficial until Mr. Whit- 
ney writes the decision and all board members sign the docu- 
ment. The chairman said the board ‘‘seemed to be of one mind” 
on the case. 


Toddler Unhurt After Crashing Van

A 2-year-old Andover toddler, possibly the shortest backseat 
driver in the world, escaped serious injury last week after crash- 
ing the family van into a neighbor’s garage. 

The child had been strapped into a baby car seat when his 
mother, Nancy Kumpf, 32, of 65 Gould Road, left the idling vehi- 
cle to retrieve a forgotten object from the house. 

Left to his own devices, the toddler managed to unhook him- 
self and crawl into the front seat where he yanked on the gear- 
shift lever. 


The van jolted into gear and bounced across Gould Road into a 
neighbor’s driveway, rolling some 100 feet before crashing into a 
cement foundation. 

The impact smashed the garage door and sent the child hur- 
tling into the windshield, shattering the glass, said Andover po- 
liceman Dennis Lane. 


Miraculously, the 2-year-old came through without a scratch, 
said Officer Lane. More scared than hurt, the boy was treated 
and released from Lawrence General Hospital the same morn- 
ing. 

‘His mother was actually in worse shape (emotionally) than 
he was,”’ Officer Lane. 

Mrs. Kumpf, listed as a preschool teacher, was not cited. The 
Andover policeman issued a warning about leaving an unat- 
tended vehicle with the motor on.

Clearly 
A Mistake 


To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 

Today I feel as if I owe my fellow citi- 
zens of Andover an apology. Last Monday 
morning, while doing errands at Thomp- 
son’s, I saw a petition against having a 
rifle range in the downtown area. My 
thought at the time was ‘‘Good, the down- 
town merchants are giving the rest of us 
an opportunity to express our disfavor 
with this idea. I don’t want a rifle range 
only two blocks from where my son will 
be going to school next fall.’’ I said as 
much to the clerks as I signed my name. I 
admit I did not read the fine print. Clear- 
ly, that was a mistake. I thought this was 
just a straight forward way to express my 
opinion on an issue in town. Perhaps I am 
naive about town politics. All I know 
about them is what I read in The TOWNS- 
MAN. So imagine my dismay yesterday 
when I read in The TOWNSMAN that the 
petition came with strings attached—to 
the tune of two million dollars and that 
my signature had helped to put myself 
and other taxpayers in a position that is a 
classic case of Catch-22. 

If, as indicated in The TOWNSMAN, the 
Town Manager advised the downtown 
merchants to word their petition this way, 
requesting the town take the property in 
question by eminent domain, then he did 
us all a disservice. I for one feel used and 
manipulated. My understanding of town 
government is that the Selectmen, the 
elected officials, tell the Town Manager 
what they want done on various issues. If 
the Selectmen feel that ‘‘their hands were 
forced,” is this a case of the tail wagging 
the dog? 

There is clearly a long history of spar- 
ring between Mr. Osgood and the town 
officials. I have this cartoon image in my 
head. It shows two men rolling up their 
sleeves about to fight. One is labelled Mr. 
Osgood and his thought balloon says “‘T’ll 
make them real angry, I’ll threaten to put 
in a rifle range.’’ The other figure is la- 
belled Town Manager and his thought 
bubble says, ‘‘We’ll make him real angry, 
we’ll threaten to take the property by em- 
inent domain.’’ Standing to the side are a 
group of people, children and adults 
looking confused and angry. That’s 
right—that’s us, the citizens of Andover. 

It behooves the Selectmen to make Mr. 
Osgood and the town officials negotiate 
quickly a reasonable alternative to a rifle 
range. Then the need for the special town 
meeting will be null and void. If not, then 
they need to put some alternative articles 
on the warrant so that citizens can vote 
against having a rifle range without pay- 
ing for property the town doesn’t really 
need or want.

I'll never know,” Mr. Karlesses said. 
“The good Lord was looking down at us.”’ 

“We got through that sucker scot-free,”’ 
Mr. Grissom said. 

The Tirante was heavily depth charged 
during its attacks. ‘‘We had to be still as a 
church mouse and quiet as death,”’ Mr. 
Grissom said. ‘‘The nearest thing I can 
relate it to is having your head in a 95- 
gallon water barrel with two guys with 
sledge hammers banging on the sides.” 

“Tt was unreal,’’ said former motor ma- 
chinist Larry Flaman of New London, 
Conn. “I don’t think we really thought 
about it at the time; we just hoped we’d 
get away with it. I didn’t expect to live 
through the war.”’ 

Capt. Street said the crew worked 
smoothly during the attacks. ‘‘You can’t 
be nervous on a submarine. You can be 
keyed up, but not nervous,” he said. 
“Hearts were thumping, but we weren’t 
defenseless. It’s not like we were taking a 
Sunday joy ride.’’ 

Experience helped the Tirante’s com- 
manders. At the time they were in charge 
of the sub, Capt. Street had been on nine 
war patrols, Officer Beach on 11. Four or 
five is considered a lot, the captain said. 

‘“‘And in times like that you can use all 
the experience you can get,” he added. 

For his experience, skill and ‘‘conspicu- 
ous gallantry and intrepidity,”’ Capt. 
Street received the Medal of Honor from 
President Harry Truman on the south 
lawn of the White House. The crew all 
received presidential citations. 

Capt. Street took the Tirante on three 
patrols, including one near Nagasaki 
where the Tirante destroyed a collier, for 
which he was awarded the Navy Cross, 
the Navy’s highest honor. 

Today the football field-sized sub that 
sank 24 ships is either razor blades or on 
the ocean floor. When the Navy took it out 
of commission, the Tirante was either 
sold for scrap metal or used as a practice 
target, said Capt. Street. ‘‘The Navy has 
a heart, but once they take a ship out of 
commission, that’s it.” 

Ever since childhood summers spent 
near a river in Virginia, Capt. Street said 
he’s loved the water. ‘“‘The Navy was a 
natural for me. I’m happiest when I’m at 
sea. I don’t like cold places like the Pen- 
tagon.”’ 

After retiring from active duty in 1966, 
he took a job as chairman of the depart- 
ment of naval science at Woburn Senior 
High School. ‘‘The students were great. 
That’s the future right there.” 

Always a student himself, Capt. Street 
still takes courses at Merrimack College 
and the Andover Adult Learning Center. 
The opportunity for a never-ending edu- 
cation was one of the reasons he joined 
the Navy, he said. ‘‘Every ship is a 
schoolhouse; you learn every day.”’ 

He pauses to feed a Navy film on the 
Tirante’s adventures through an uncoope- 
rative projector (‘‘This is just like work- 
ing on a torpedo; it’s so complicated,’’ he 
complains.) and to say goodbye to his sig- 
nalman. 

The room, once buzzing with the mem- 
ories and good cheer of Tirante crew 
members, is quiet. 

He runs the film, in which a younger 
version of himself is asked if he thought 
he had gone beyond the call of duty. “‘I 
just say it seemed like a good idea at the 
time,”’ he says.

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Committee Approves 
Early Childhood Program

A new primary education pilot 
program and its $11,000 budget was 
approved at last week’s School Com- 
mittee meeting. The funding, which 
will come from the already allotted 
professional development program 
budget monies, will go to further de- 
velop, administer and evaluate both 
traditional and innovative teaching 
techniques at the first- and second- 
grade level. 


The Integrated Primary Tack 
Force, which reviewed primary edu- 
cation research and similar model 
programs in the area and examined 
current Andover early childhood 
programs, recommended the pilot 
program. It focused on heteroge- 
neous student grouping, an_inte- 
grated curriculum reflecting the 
unit approach, teaching teams and 
revised assessment techniques. 


A main goal of the project is to 
develop a model program for chil- 
dren that won’t lock them into rigid 
grade groupings, task force mem- 
bers said. It will allow open-ended

opportunities for children to move 
through the first few years at an ap- 
propriate individual pace, said Lin- 
nea Gershenberg, coordinator of the 
Andover Early Childhood Center. 


The model program will use up- 
dated as well as traditional teaching 
tools and will provide for a compari- 
son of the pilot student’s growth over 
four years with those in control 
groups in the regular program. Co- 
operative learning between the two 
team tachers will allow greater flex- 
ibility in assessing the pilot’s pro- 
gress.
